Phone Company Nay 
Appeal To Court 

Controversy over a requested 
advance in telephone rental rates, 
between the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. and 
public authorities came to what 
is probably a temporary close 
this week. The Company's re- 
quest for higher rates was denied 
by the Public Service Commis- 
sion arfrankfort. 

A refund on the higher r 
in effect since July 16, will be 
made to telephone subscribers 
unless the courts upset the Public 
Service Commission's decision. 
The Telephone Company Isn't 
expected to rest its case as it 
stands today. Its representatives 
have said that more money .is 
definitely needed because higher 
costs have forced its earnings in 
Kentucky down to 2.9 per cent. 

Southern Bell had asked the 
Commission for a 12 per cent rate 
increase which would have yield- 
ed an extra 2,065,000 a year in 
revenue. According to company 
officials, the increases would 
raise its earnings to 6.66 per cent. 

The entire state, in those areas 
served by Southern Bell, is af- 
fected. The City of Louisville is 
said to have spent 10,000 to fight 
the rate increases.

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TOO MANY HIGHWAY ACCIDENTS 

Trucks and pleasure cars, not able to negotiate the 
various highways, appear to be giving the police, ambu- 
lances, and the hospitals the most trouble these autumn 
days. Last week there were many accidents involving 
trucks and private passenger cars. It is difficult, after an 
accident, to fix, accurately the blame. The deadly grade 
crossing comes into the picture, despite warning signs, rail- 
road bells and gates. Neither, apparently, are adequate. 
Train whistles are not heard in time to avert disaster in 
some cases at certain railroad crossings and death ensues. 
Engineers say they cannot bring heavy trains to a stop at 
speed in time to miss hitting stalled autos. In Europe, 
where the few grade railroad crossings are permitted for 
exceptional reasons, they are protected, not only by a sig- 
nal man, but heavy steel girder-gates which a ten-ton truck 
could not smash through. 

A new grim report of fatalities in Louisville and Jef- 
ferson County from the Louisville Safety Council. Estel 
Hack, managing director, tells us that, from January 1 to 
November 1 of this year, we have had 87 motor vehicle 
fatalities in the Louisville area, just one more than in 1947 
—last year. The area includes, of course Floyd and Clark 
counties in Indiana. There were 36 fatalities from other 
public reasons, a decrease from the year before— 56. 

There were 75 fatal accidents in homes in the area— 
in 1947, there were 50. There were 28 occupational fatali- 
ties— 25 the year before. 

Total fatalities for the period from January 1 was 226 — 
last year's total, 217, showing room for Improvement. Some 
Odd "accidents have caused deaths. One woman crushed 
against an electric light pole by a truck which ran up on 
the sidewalk. Speed is still blamed for most highway ac- 
cidents. There are other causes like narrow bridges, un- 
protected embankments, narrow and slippery roads. There 
will be more of these with the coming of winter snows, 
sleet and ice.

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Complete Chart on Cancer 

Is Prepared for First Time 



For the first time a com- 
plete chart on cancer has 
been prepared for publica- 
tion with the approval of the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion and the American Can- 
cer Society. 

Prepared by Maxine Da- 
vis, noted medical reporter, 
the complete chart appears 
in the October issue of Good 
Housekeeping magazine. 

Categories into which the 
chart is divided include 1— 
the site or location of the 
cancer ; 2— the frequency 
with which auch cancers oc- 
cur in each sex; 3— the 
common age at which they 
occur; 4 — details of the doc- 
tor's examination; 5 — tech- 
nical laboratory studies ; 6 — 
treatment ; 7 — chances for 
cure ; 8— preventive meas- 
ures. 

"No such comprehensive 
and succinct investigation of 
cancer ever has been made 
available to the public," the 
magazine declares. "In an ill- 
ness in which early diag- 
nosis continues to be the 
most important factor, and 
fear of examination a con- 
tributor to delay, this un- 
hysterical presentation of 
facts renders a unique pub- 
lic service." 

"For the first time in the 
history of medical science, 
there is reason to hope for 
some solutions to the tragic 
riddle of cancer," Miss Davis 
writes in an article which ac- 
companies the chart; "In 
the past, although no one 
denied cancer's gravity, few 
scientists studied it. . . . So 
profound is the subject that 
few had the courage to in- 



vestigate it, and the funds 
available to them were min- 
iscule. Today money for re- 
search on a grand scale is 
being provided, and many 
investigators are at work. 

"Your chances of suffering 
from cancer are not increas- 
ing, but the incidence of 
cancer is rising. This is be- 
cause cancer is more likely 
in middle and later life, and 
as science lengthens our life 
span, more of us live to be 
cancer victims. 

"Cancer is not necessarily 
fatal. Cures do exist. Thou- 
sands are cured each year. 
Nevertheless, one in every 
six who live into middle age 
ia doomed to die of cancer. 

"For the first time the 
federal government has ap- 
propriated adequate money. 
Last year it gave $14,000,- 
000 to the National Cancer 
Institute of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, staffed by 
as competent administrators 
and scientists as can be 
found. This year the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute has 
been given another $14,000,- 
000 plus authorization to 
make contracts amounting 
to $8,000,000 for construc- 
tion of essential laboratories. 

"Some of this money goes 
for education of the public 
and of the medical profes- 
sion ; but the greater part is 
being spent for research. Re- 
search and education are 
long-time undertakings, and 
we may regard these appro- 
priations merely as down 
payments on a bill that eas- 
ily will exceed $100,000,000 
within ten years."

being exhibited for the house- 
wife to select from. In one bin 
or exhibit will be found large 
potatoes. In a second bin will be 
found U. S. No. 1 or medium size 
potatoes. In the third bin will 
; a good grade of small pota- 

Courteous interviewers will be 
found at each of these five stores. 
These interviewers, who know 
the problems o£ cooking and 
housekeeping, will discuss with 
the purchases why she selected 
large, medium or small potatoes. 

The purpose of this study, 
which is being conducted through 
the cooperation of the Farm Mar- 
kets Department of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky is not to de- 
velop a market for any particu- 
lar size or variety of sweet po- 
tatoes, but to determine the grade 
ze of potatoes that will sell 
best and the difference in price 
necessary to sell the large and 
small potatoes as compared to 
the medium size potatoes. 

Dr. C. D. Phillips of the Farm 
Markets and Rural Finance De- 
partment of U. of K. is cooperat- 
ing with the Jefferson County 
Agricultural Extension Depart- 
ment in conducting this study. 
Sweet potato growers coopera- 
ng in this study are, Carl Kra- 
mer, Albert and William Schnei- 
, James F. Finn and J. W. Feg- 
enbush. Congratulations, men, 
for your fine cooperation. It is 
this type of cooperation that will 
benefit all Jefferson County veg- 
etable growers. 

Why should we produce nice 
farm crops and then rush them 
to market "field run" without 
proper grading or preparation for 
market? It cost lots of money to 
grow good crops, so why not 
grow what the consumer wants 
because he certainly knows what 
he will buy. 

Were you ready for the rain? 
What nice rains we have had in 
the last week. For several days 
the rains came in very light but 
continued showers with every 
drop soaking into the soil. 

Fortunately the heavy rain did 
not fall until the soil was pretty 
well soaked. This prevfouS 
soaking prevented much heavy 
washing. 

The cover crops planted ahead 
of the rain are really popping 
out of the ground now and should 
lifter a lot of protection to the 
soil yet before "Old Man Winter" 
gets too rough." It is late now to 
plant cover crops but not too late 
to still help a lot. Plant rye 
good and thick at once. Cover 
lightly with disc, harrow or 
drill, but do it now. Don't let 
that field lay exposed all winter 
with no protection against ero- 
sion and loss of plant food both 
above and below the surface.

BE MARKET WISE

What do you think -of first?— 

when you make up your food 
shopping list, that is, do you wait 
until you get to the grocery and 
see what is there, or do you 
plan ahead? It has been proven 
that the wise food shopper makes 
her plans ahead keeping in mind 
the foods that are in season and 
in plentiful supply. But there 
is something else too to think 
about. Of course you all consider 
the food habits and the likes and 
dislikes of the family, but in con- 
sidering these, it is wise to think 
of two more important factors — 
the nutritional needs and the 
economic limitations of the fami- 
ly purse. Make the meals at- 
tractive and interesting, but make 
them nutritionally adequate and 
at the same time not so expensive 
they prove to be overbalancing 
on the food budget. Experience 
and study will help make the job 
easier, so don't become discour- 
aged. 

Pork items in meat remain a 
good buy. Prices on all cuts of 
fresh pork continue to become 
more reasonable so that families 
may once again consider them in 
meal planning. Good, too, to look 
forward perhaps to making use of 
pork for company meals come 
Thanksgiving time. Not much 
change as yet in beef supplies and 
beef prices, though there is being 
seen a slow decline as adjust- 
ments must be made when de- 
mand shifts to other items. Con-

Then it's time to consider what 
kind and how to select. For 
choice baked chicken, select a 
roaster or capon. A roaster is a 
young chicken of either sex, about 
5-9 months old, weighing over 
314 pounds. A capon is an un- 
sexed bird, usually 7-10 months 
old, weighing over 4 pounds. Be- 
cause of its plump tender breast 
which carves well and its size, 
roast capon is popular for a com- 
pany dinner, though somewhat 
more expensive than a roaster. 

Young turkeys, less than a year 
old, are classed as young Toms, 
males, weighing 9-18 pounds; 
young hens weighing 9-12 pounds. 
Young birds are soft-meated and 
more tender than old, but more 
expensive. Old turkeys, more 
than a year old, are classed as 
old Toms, weighing 16 to 30 
pounds; old hens, weighing 10 to 
15 pounds. Their flesh can be 
made tender by long slow cook- 
ing with moist heat. 

If graded turkeys are not to be 
had in your market, the house- 
wife should remember these 
points in choosing the bird; The 



breast should be broad and well- 
fleshed. The legs short and 
plump. Thighs and back should 
be well covered with flesh. There 
should be streaks of fat along the 
sides of the breast, down the 
back, and over the hips. The 
bird should be well dressed, 
practically free from pin feathers 
on breast and back, with the skin 
clean and free from bruises and 
torn places. There should be no 
food in the crop. The feet of 
a young bird are black or very 
dark, of an old. gray. The breast 
bone of a young turkey is flexi-

Kentucky farmers have applied 
15,600. 000 tons of linn slum- to 
their land in the past 23 years, 
and the state now ranks first in 
the amount of lime used per crop 
acre. Most of this vast tonnage 
of soil sweetener has been used 
in the past 10 years, In the state- 
wide soil improvement program 
of the College of Agriculture and 
Home Economics and Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. , 

About 1,300,000 tons of lime** 
stone were used in Kentucky last 
year, and this year's figure may 
exceed that tonnage. The largest 
amount used in one season was 
1,600,000 tons in 1941. 

The economic value of this lime 
program to farmers in Kentucky 
cannot be overestimated, it was 
pointed out. It has resulted in 
increased crop yields all over the 
state, and has been especially 
valuable in increasing hay and 
grass production.

Give Tulips Time to Grow 
For Flowers This Winter 



Tulip* end daffodils can be 
flowered in the home when planted 
in pots, in what the florists call 
"good potting soil." Two parts 
of your best top garden soil, one 
part sand and one part of peat 
moss will make a good substitute. 
Add more sand if the top soil is 
heavy, thoroughly mix and run 
through a V4-inch mesh screen. 

Place each bulb so that its point 
is half an inch below the surface. 

Now it is necessary to allow the 
bulb to make roots; and for this 
purpose the pot must be placed in 
a dark and cool place, where it 
cannot freeze or dry out too much. 
A cold frame, where it can be 
covered with leaves, ashes or sand, 
wiU do. 

When placed in this storage the 
pot should be thoroughly soaked, 
and no further watering should be
